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}  OUR  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  present  season  has  been  one  of 
extreme  heat  with  considerable  drought. 
The  water  supply  of  many  families  has 
been  very  low  or  has  failed  altogether.  In 
some  localities  it  has  l>een  necessary  to 
deepen  wells  in  order  to  preserve  their 
purity  anil  to  insure  a  sufficient  quantity 
of  water  for  household  purposes.  Under 
such  circumstances  the  ability  of  the 
East  Orange  Water  Company  to  fulfill 
their  contracts  to^y^ate  and  public  con¬ 
sumers  has  been  severely  tested.  With 
each  month  the  number  of  their  patrons 
has  increased,  and  we  mij^ht  also  add  the 
extravagance  of  the  latter  has  grown 
apace.  Water  sprinklers  have  multiplied, 
street  carts  have  found  new  business,  and 
the  use  of  the  city  water  has  been  great 
beyond  all  expectation.  With  unusual 
liberality  the  pipes  have  l>een  extended 
through  new  streets  at  the  request  of 
private  inilividuals  who  wished  to  use  the 
water;  while  quality,  quantity  and  pres- 
ure  have  been  maintained.  The  com¬ 
pany  has  now  4,000  private  consumers, 
who  should  not  use  on  an  average  more 
than  50  gallons  each  per  day,  or  200,000 
in  all  The  street  and  lawn  consumption, 
added  -  to  the  waste,  requires  them  to 
pump  from  800,000  to  1.000.000  gallons 
per  diem. 

To  meet  this  demand  a  new  well  has 
been  dug,  giving  with  the  old  one  1,500,. 
000  gallons  per  day.  It  is  contemplated 
to  dig  another  next  year  with  a  capacity 
of  400,000  gallon's  more.  Meap while 
two  artesian  wells,  already  open,  can  lie 
called  into  service  at  any  time.  An  addi¬ 
tional  engine  is  being  added  to  the  works, 
to  ensure  certainty  and  volume  of  action. 

A  water  pressure  of  65  to  75  pounds 
is  maintained  constantly  at  the  pumps. 
This  is  insured  by  the  action  of  an  auto¬ 
matic  engine,  which  works  faster  or  slow- 
4  er,  as  the  water  may  be  withdrawn  from 
the  pipes.  Each  stroke  throws  twenty- 
four  gallons  of  water  into  the  pipes, 
which  is  constantly  marked  upon  a  self¬ 
registering  gauge.  In  ease  of  file,  no¬ 
tice  must  be  given  to  the  engineers,  when 
the  pressure  is  immediately  increased  to 
100  or  125  pounds.  For  family  use  a 
pressure  of  more  than  65  pounds  is  un¬ 
desirable.  Greater  force  than  this  would 
cause  a  useless  waste  of  water,  and  give 
a  dangerous  tension  to  the  pipes,  already 
sufficiently  strained.  Experiments  made 
at  the  Centre,  Berkeley  Hill,  Belleville 
Avenue  and  Morris  Place  have  lately 
shown  a  head  af  water  of  at  least  60 
feet,  which  can  easily  lie  insreased  to  80 
or  90  feet.  Houses  upon  higher  ground 
cannot  of  course  expect  as  much,  but  on 
Ridgewood  Avenue  thirty  or  forty  feet 
head  is  ordinarily  attained. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  unexcep- 
tibnally  good.  The  muddy  appearance 
sometimes  noticed  upon  opening  a  fire 
hydrant  is  caused  by  dirt  settling  in  the 
pipes  when  first  laid.  In  all  cases  this 
has  been  removed  by  flushing  the  pipes 
for  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  Water  enter, 
ing  the  pipes  at  the  works  is  perfectly 
clear,  and  free  from  dust  or  dirt  of  any 
kind.  The  milky  apjiearence  at  one  time 
noted  was  due  to  a  leak  near  the  works 
which  has  now  liee^  remedied.  Through 
this  opening  air  entered  the  water  and 
was  condensed  under  pressure.  The  water 
in  the  wells  is  entirely  pure,  and  flows 
from  fissures  in  the  rock  which  forms  the 
bottom.  For  w  ash.  ig,  drinking,  or  other 
use  it  is  of  unexceptionable  quality. 

In  all  respects  the  company  is  able 
and  willing  to  fulfill  its  contracts, 
while  its  patrons  are  only  too  ready  to 
take  advantage  of  the  low  terms  which 
are  offered.  It  is  not  improbable  that 
rates  for  sprinklers  may  soon  be  advanced, 
or  some  restrictions  placed  upon  their  use 
to  prevent  reckless  waste.  The  growth 
of  the  household  consumption  is  steady 
and  satisfactory.  New’  houses  are  rarely 
built  without  providing  for  water  from 
fr-is  source;  while  the  fact  of  its  presence 
and  use  has  already  added  largely  to  the 
good  reputation  of  our  beautiful  town. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  speak  thus  favorably  of 
an  improvement  which  was  opposed  and 


thought  extravagant  by  many  erf  our 
citizens. 

In  many  ways  it  has  demonstrated  its 
value,  and  wifi  no  doubt  soon  pay  for  it 
self  in  the  increased  value  of  property,  the 
protection  from  fire,  and  the  development 
of  private  enterprise.  There  is  no  lietter 
field  for  profitable  building  to-day  than 
our  own  township  affords  within  quarter 
to  half  a  mile  from  the  Centre.  The  pee 
pie  are  here;  they  want  houses  of  moder 
ate  size,  built  in  good  taste,  with  all  modem 
improvements.  Whoever  c an  supply  these 
will  find  a  pleasant  and  profitable  field 
for  business.  I  .The  town  is  sure  to  gain  in 
the  future  with  increasing  rapidity,  and 
one  of  the  essential  elements  of  its  pne 
gress  w  ill  be  its  excellent  water  supply

It  will  take  several  days  fur  Saratoga  to 
recover  from  the  ilash  of  gloom  which 
the  death  of  General  Grant  has  cast  over 
this  gayest  of  all  watering  places.  All 
the  hotels  are  draped  in  mourning  and 
jjassing  in  and  out  under  these  sombre 
trappings  of  woe  is  certainly  not  condu¬ 
cive  to  bouyant  spirits.  All  the  shops 
along  Broadway  and  private  dwellings 
also  are  hung  with  mourning  garlands, 
and  no  one  who  has  not  been  here  to  ob¬ 
serve  could  realize  the  sharp  contrast 
presented  by  the  Saratoga  of  to«lay  to 
the  Saratoga  of  last  week,  previous  t< 
General  Grant's  death.  Then  all  was 
life  and  gayety  and  the  summer's  round 
of  giddy  pleasures  hail  fairly  commenced, 
but  the  news  of  the  passing  away  of  the 
veteran  hero  upon  the  mountain  came 
like  a  thunder  clap  out  of  a  pleasant  sky 
and  put  an  end  at  once  to  all  festivities. 
Hops  and  balls,  add  the  first  garden 
party  of  season,  which  was  to  have  taken 
place  upon  Thursday  last,  were  all  post 
poned,  and  even  the  usual  morning  con 
certs  by  the  twelve  bands  were  omitted. 
It  seemed  as  though  every  being  in  Sar¬ 
atoga  had  been  suddenly  stricken  with 
the  loss  of  a  personal  friend.  General 
Grant  was  no  stranger  in  Saratoga,  even 
before  his  illness,  and  there  is  a  feeling 
of  deep  disappointment  evinced  because 
the  General’s  family  decline  to  allow  the 
august  remains  to  lie  here  in  state  for  a 
day  when  the}'  are  brought  down  from 
the  mountains.  Mount  McGregor  is  a 
pleasant  little  ride  of  about  twelve  miles 
from  Saratoga  and  every  guest  here  has 
made  it  a  duty  to  make  a  little  pilgrim¬ 
age  thither  with  the  hope  of  seeing  the 
illustrious  invalid  sitting  in  his  familiar 
place  upon  the  piazza.  The  children  es¬ 
pecially  will  miss  General  Grant,  for 
many  of  them  went  up  the  mountain 
from  here  to  carry  him  flowers,  and  to 
testify  their  love  and  reverence  for  the 
brave  old  hero,  and  the  children  we!re  al¬ 
ways  welcome  when  a  welcome  was  pos¬ 
sible  to  the  suffering  veteran. 

Upon  Friday  evening  last  the  citizens 
of  Saratoga  held  a  meeting  in  the  Town 
Hall  in  memory  of  General  Grant.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Paxton  of  New  York  delivered 
a  very  eloquent  address,  as  did  also  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Terrell  of  Saratoga.  Upon  Sun- 
lay  services  in  memory’  of ^ the  deceased 
were  held  in  all  the  village  churches 
which  were  thronged  to  their*  utmost  ca¬ 
pacity.  The  chaplain  of  the  New  York 
State  Senate,  Rev.  Dr.  Leech,  preached  a 
very  beautiful  sermon  in  the  Bethesda 
church.  Until  after  the  august  remains
